RED WEEVIL FOUND 
IN MUCH WHEAT IN 
WESTERN PICKAWAY 
The red weevil, one of the worst of 
the wheat pests, has been found in 
virtually all wheat threshed In the 
New Holland community, and is sup­ 
posed 
to have greatly reduced 
the 
yield In some fields in that commun­ 
ity. although for the most part, ac­ 
cording to the grain dealers in that 
town, the weevil appears to have en­ 
tered the wheat Just a little too late 
to seriously damage the bulk of the 
wneat. 
Yields in the face of the ravages 
of the red weevil are running from 
18 to 25 bushels to the acre around 
(New Holland, 
and the 
price being 
paid is $2.10 per bushel. 
John Smith, of the Groce Elevator, 
N ew Holland, reports the bulk of the 
wheat of exceptional quality, and in 
regard to the red 
weevil 
deelared 
that his observation 
was 
that the 
weevil did its greatest damage in the 
late sown wheat. 
It is believed that the weevil played 
an important part in causing prema­ 
ture rigening of some fields of grain 
as it works directly on the head of 
the wheat, and later penetrates the 
grain itself.

In the course of his report to the city council Tuesday 
night Service Director Smith called attention to the fact 
that one hundred and sixty-four fire hydrants in the city 
had been tested, that a number had been found ‘out of 
commission" through non use and lack of attention and 
a number were found to be lilied with muddy stagnant 
water, in some instances, tile mud being s o thick that it 
was with difficulty the water forced its wray through. 
There should be a systematic testing—opening and 
draining of these fire hydrants, every one in the city— 
at regular periods to insure that they will be in working 
order if needed for the purpose of fighting fires. 
But there is a far stronger cause why that course 
should he followed and that is the health of the commun­ 
ity. W e need no expert, bacteriologist or chemist or phy­ 
sician to tell us that water standing stagnant in dead ends 
tor weeks and months and years at a time, accumulating 
mud, will contaminate the water flowing pa ; in tin* live 
mains—our common sense tells us that. 
It may he that these muddy, stagnant side-arms to 
the water mains do not render the water a positive menace 
to health—but they certainly make our drinking water 
supply less desirable in every way. 
The look and the 
smell of it is Offensive at times and that need not lie if 
the persons whose duty it is to see that these hydrants are 
kept clear do not shirk. 
The people hope that Service Director Smith will fol­ 
low up his report by seeing to it that a very necessary work 
is done promptly and properly,

Germany’s foreign secretary, Yon Kuehlmann, has 
been forced to resign by the Kaiser and the war lords be­ 
cause of his speech in the Reichstag in which he stated 
that Germany could not win the world war by the sword 
alone. 
The forced resignation of Yon Keuhlmann is proof 
that Prussia takes no chances, that the other states of the 
empire are completely under the domination of Prussia. 
Von Kuehlmann is a Bavarian, the 
first 
non-Prussian 
foreign secretary Germany has ever had. 
Ile failed to 
measure up to Prussian standards—war and frightfulness 
—and he was deposed by the advocates of force and the 
right of might. 
Von Kuehlmann didn’t like the gold brain, the clank­ 
ing swords and the arrogance and tyrany of the military. 
He believed there was reason and justice in the world. 
He failed for that reason. 
He might, if allowed to 
use his own talents, aided his suffering people. 
Chained 
to the Prussian war chariot he was helpless, chaffing at re­ 
straint he was distasteful to the war lords and his "resig­ 
nation was accepted." 
The only trial of a non-Prussian in the council of the 
empire as foreign secretary was a failure and the reason 
is not difficult to ascertain.

Supplying Pectin For Jellies 


Two requirements for the process 


of Jelly making are the presence or 
acid and of pectin in the fruit Juice. 
Some fruits naturally have too little 
acid, hut, if they have pectin, some 
other acid fruit juice may be added. 
Fruits for jelly making 
should 
be 
gathered while a 
little 
under-ripe. 
Pectin is naturally abundant in some 
fruits and lacking in others. 
It is a 
good plan to test the fruit juice to 
determine its amount of pectin. I his 
may he done by adding I tablespoon 
of the Juice, extracted by cooking. I 
tablespoon of grain alcohol. 
Mix in 
a glass, let stand a few’ minutes, and 
note the amount of Jplly-lik© material 
whieh settles ai the bottom. Rv per­ 
forming this test along with a test of 
a Juice which is known to yield good 
jelly and 
comparing 
the 
relative 
amounts of pectin, it is possible to 
determine the 
jelly-making 
quality 
of an unknown juice, 
The white in­ 
ner skin of lemon and orange peel 
contains considerable 
pectin 
which 
may he extracted and added to fruit 
juices which arc deficient in it. 
To extract pectin 
from 
oranges 
and lem on s, cut or scrape the yellow 
miter peel from the white inner skin. 
Remove the white portion and pass 
it throuyh a food grinder. 
Soak in 
sufficient water to cover. 
I-et stand 
2 or more hours.

This rapidly increasing pro 
du.tion has strained the capacity of 
the nlanufacturcs of raw m aterials to 
such an extent that there 
has 
been 
serious difficulty in securing sufii* i 
ent gauze and other m aterials used 
in making dressings. 
Our 
D epartm ent 
of 
Supplies 
is 
working in close 
co-operation 
with 
the Governm ent to Bee th a t 
regular 
quantities of these m aterials are se­ 
cured for Red Cross work. 
All nec­ 
essary orders have been placed with 
the m anufacturers with every help 
that can he given the 
situation 
by 
Government 
priorities. 
F o r 
awhile 
there will still he delay in getting tim 
materials into some
